"We were having a playful strug- 


gle," Miss Woods declared, "and my. 
attention was momentarily distract- 
ed from him. The next instant I 


was startled by the sound of his 
body falling to the_floor. I was at 
loss to know what to do and rushed 
to the telephone to summon 
Mr. 


Shayne." 


According to tho story 
Shayne 


told the police, he reached the Loftis 
apartment at about 8 o'clock; that 
Loftis opened the door to admit him 
and suddenly crumpled up, on the 
floor. :As soon as Shayne arrived. 
Miss .Woods fled from the apart- 
ment. 
In the meantime 
Shayne 


called a physician and when he ar- 
rived the body of Loftis was cold, 
indicating: that Loftis had been-dead 
for some time.

The increases may become 


effective upon five days' notice 
given by the carriers to the 
commission and the public" and 
they must be put into effect be- 
fore January 1, 1921.

industries and railroad workers will 
take part, and which is designed to 
paralyze the steel industry, is pre- 
dicted->y William Z. Foster, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the national 
committee 
for .organizing: steel 


workers, in 'his 
new book, "The 


Great Steel Strike and Its Lessons," 
which is just off the press. Poster 
says the next struggle of the steel 
unions against the United States 
Stee4 Corporation'will be launched 
in a year or two. He does not give 
the exact date, but he says it will 
follow the "educational campaign" 
now'being conducted by', the steel 
workers.

lations, which declares for the "open 
shop" in industry and for making 
labor organizations. "legally respon- 
sible" for their conduct and that of 
their agents. 


The members took a position that 


strikes in public utilities should be 
forbidden by law, and that tribunals 
should be. set up with power to fix 
wages and working conditions for 
employes of utilities. 


Leading provisions of this plat- 


form include declarations that lim- 
itation of output by either employe 
or employer, to create an artificial 
scbarcity, constitutes injury to socie- 
ty; that .government, employes have 
the right to be heard as to their 
occupation and its requirements, but 
no right to enter "combination to 
prevent or impair the operation of 
government," aiid that "all men pos- 
sess the equal right to associate vol- 
untarily for accomplishment of. law- 
ful purposes."
